Cascara is Good for the System 


SAYS NOVEMBER IS 
BEST SHRUB MONTH 


November is the ideal month for 


planting shrubs, and plantings pro- 
jected for any time duung the next 
year should oe finished by the end 
of this month if possible says Vic- 
tor H. Ries, extension specialist m 
floriculture for the Ohio State uni- j 
versity here. 


It 
is better to buy vigorous 


shrubs, two or even three years 
old. 
is Ries' advice 
"They will 


have better root systems and will 


, give quicker results and surer re- 


1 suits under poor 
growing condi- 


tions, than the younger plants " 
Ries asserts that any shrub which 
can be grown in Ohio can be and 
should be purchased from the nur- 
series in the state 


He urges that the shrubs be 


planted as soon as they are re- 
ceived, or else unpacked and the 
roots 
completely 
buried m 
a 


trench. When it comes to the ac- 
tual planting, it is necessary to 
dig a hole large enough so that all 
the 
roots on the plant may 
be 


spread out comfortably. "Fill in 
the best soil around the roots and 
stamp firmly so there are no air 
holes. If the soil i0 very poor it 
may be advisable to obtain good 
soil and fill in around the roots 
with that 
The poorer and harder 


the soil, the larger the hole which 
should be dug. The plants should , 
bet set in the ground to the same 


depth at which they were growing i 
in the nursery. Unless 
the root 


system m adequate, it may be well ' 
to remove about one-third of the 
top of the shrub after it is plant- 
ed." 


Bamyard manure, if available,
